Holley Introduces Bill 


For Vote 


Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley has released information 
this week on a bill he is in- 
troducing in the Alabama Le- 


.gislature. The bill is the one 


he has promised on the build- 
ing of two new courthouses in 
Coffee County. It is a simple 
yes or no vote and gives ample 
time for county citizens to 
collect names on a petition 
to construct one new court- 
house and move the county 
seat to New Brockton. 


Holley’s bill gives the pe- 
tition seekers until ninety days 
before the general election of 
1976 to secure signatures of 
51% of the registered voters. 
Work is now underway with 
such a petition. It calls for 
the Governor to call an elec- 
tion on moving the county seat 
to-New Brockton. If this pe- 
tition is successful, the bill 
by Holley will become void, 
according to Section 6 of his

Water & Electric Crews Get Raise 


The Elba Water and El- 
ectric Board met Tuesday ni- 
ght of this week. All mem- 
bers were present. However, 
Mayor Sam Sawyer was late 
arriving due to attending a len- 
gthly hearing in Montgomery. 
The hearing was before the 
Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission concerning the clo- 
sing of the railroad depot. 


Water Board Chairman Ch- 
arles Hayés opened the meet- 
ing with a report on the fin- 
ancial report on the Board. He 
reported the power bill was 
comparitively low at $34,- 
922.81. This is the bill for 
power used in April which was 
a mild month with little use 
of heat or cooling. The cur- 
rent bills were high at $14,- 
590.63 due to repairing some 
flood damage and buying some 
equipment for the planned ex- 
pansion project. 


Hayes reminded the board 
members of the July Ist re- 
suming of payment of mon- 
thly payments on 1948, 1951, 
and 196] water and electric 
bonds. This payment was sus- 
pended one year ago when the 
reserve fund built up above 
the required amount and this 
excess was used to meet the 
monthly payments for twelve 
months. The payments on the 
three bond issues will total 
about $5,000.00 a month. 

Hayes reported that a ch- 
eck on power meters by an 
outside engineer had resulted 
in finding several meters re- 
gistering short and these have 
been corrected and will re- 
sult in additional revenue for 
the Board. 

He also read a letter from 
the Army Corp of Engineers 
in response to his request for 
4 Survey on re-opening the Pea 
River Power Dam for power 
zeneration. The Corp has no 
authority to conduct this sur- 
vey, according to the letter 
received by Hayes. 

The application for a low 
interest FHA lon for the ex- 
mansion of the electric lines 
mut Smith Avenue and other 
reas has been completed-and 
tailed, according to Hayes

Union Out 
On Strike 


Members of Local Lodge 
2003 International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers AFL-CIO, Daleville, 
Alabama held a special meet- 
ing at the Farm Center, New 
Brockton, Alabama on Sunday, 
June 8, 1975, and rejected No- 
rthrop Worldwide Aircraft Se- 
rvices, Inc.’s final contract 
offer. They also voted by 93% 
to go on strike against the Com- 
pany at 4:00 a.m., Monday, 
June 9, 1975. 

Union Officials state that 
negotiations started with No- 
rthrop in January 1975 and that 
membership refused the Com- 
pany offer on February ‘th, 
1975. Membership voted at 
that time to let the Repre- 
sentatives and Negotiating Co- 
mmittee continue to negotiate 
and try to reach an agree- 
ment, without a strike, on a 
day to day basis. They also 
voted to give the committee the 
right to call a strike at any 
time, if necessary. Sincethen, 
negotiations have continued for 
four (4) months, yet the Com- 
pany has refused to budge on 
its economic offer made on 
February 7, 1975. The Com- 
pany offered approximately a 
five (5) % increase in wages 
and fringes without a cost of 
living clause. The May 12th 
issue of U. S. News and Wo- 
rid Report stated that “Wage 
increases in contracts nego- 
tiated during the first three 
(3) months of this year aver- 
aged 12.5 percent, compared 
with %.8 percent in the last 
quarter of 1974.” 

Union officials state their 
Main issues involve economics 
(wages, pension plan and cost 
of living) They also state 
that even though normally they 
are opposed to binding arbi- 
tration they proposed to the 
Company, the Army and the 
Federal Mediator that the eco- 
homic issues be submitted to 
binding arbitration, to avoid a 
work stoppage, but the Com-

Voting Must Be By Citizen 
Effort, Not By Government 
Regimentation 


For the third time in the 
past five years a bill has been 
introduced in the United St- 
ates Senate which would per- 
mit the registration of voters 
through the use of a post- 
card mailing system. 

When the bill first came 
up in November, 1971, I led 
opposition which killed it for 
that Congress. TheninApril, 
1973, essentially the same bill 
came before the Senate and 
once again I took a leader- 
ship role in fighting against 
its passage. 

Today ‘s being con- 
sidered again, and during re- 
cent hearings on the bill be- 
fore the Senate Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee, 1 
testified in opposition toit, and 
I said that nothing should be 
enacted by the Congress which 
would give even a hint of ca- 
sting doubt upon the electoral 
process. But that is exactly 
what this bill would do. 

This legislation would set 
up a ‘ederal Voter Registra- 
tion Administration inside the 
Census Bureau to mail post- 
cards with return cards at- 
tached, to every postal ad- 
dress in the country. At lea- 
st 100 million cards would be 
mailed before every primary 
or election of Federal offi- 
cials and then as many addi- 
tional times as the Federal 
bureaucrats desire. Added to 
these could be truck-loads of 
cards distributed by every do- 
good group and every pressure 
group in the Country. It is 
estimated the costs could run 
up to $500 million per elec- 
tion. Now I just don’t believe 
that the American taxpayer 
will tolerate such irespon- 
sible legislation. 

In order potentially to in- 
crease the registration of a 
small percentage of the voting 
age population of the United 
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States, this bill would incon- 
senience the whole voting pop- 
ulation. it would harass local 
and dedicated state and local 
registration officials; it would 
expend vast; unimagined sums 
of tax dullars; attempt to le- 
gislate changes in human na- 
ture; open the electoral pro- 
cess to grave potential for 
fraud; increase Federal pow- 
ers at the expense of the Sen- 
ate; add another bureaucracy, 
within a bureaucracy, and add 
to Federal spending and Fed- 
eral deficits. 

I believe that the proposal 
is inconsistent with good gov- 
ernment. 

We can’t legislate into peo- 
ple a desire to discharge their 
civic duty. People need to 
be encouraged -- yes, and 
urged -- to register and to 
vote, but this should be by ci- 
tizen effort, not government 
regimintation. 

One thing is certain: when 


this bill is brought to thefloor ~ 


of the Senate, I will expend 
every possible effort to defeat 
it.

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Child Of Divorce 

Little Billy's mother, divorced 
and remarried, decided to change 
the boy's name to that of her new 
husband. 

“Frankly,” she explained in a 
court hearing, “I hate having to 
make these embarrassing explana- 
tions all the time. Since the three 
of us are living together as a fam- 
ily, we ought to all have the same 
name.” 


But when her first husband— 
Billy's father—raised an objec- 
tion, the court refused to muke 
the change. The court said it 
would respect a father’s natural 
desire to have his son retain his 
name. 

In these divorce situations, de- 
spite the awkwardness of having 
two different surnames in the new 
household, courts generally try to 
protect the relationship between 
the child and the original parent 

But what if that relationstip 
hus already gone sour? In another 
change-of-name case, also involv- 
ing a little boy, the father had 
seen his son only once in eight 
years. Nor had he bothered to 
send him any money or even let- 
ters. 

In this case, the court ruled 
that the mother could indeed 
change the boy’s name—regard- 
less of the father’s objection. 

“This father is wholly unknown 
to the boy,” said the court. “He is 
a total stranger to him. Filial love 
cannot ve decreed. It must be 
earned.” 

Furthermore, a parent’s name 
may become a real liability to the 
child. In another case, a man was 
fond guilty of homicide after a 
scandalous trial. 

In considering a name change 
for his young daughter, a court 
decided it would be better for the 
child to be relieved of the burden 
of her father’s notoriety. Grant- 
ing the change, the court said: 

“The sins of the father should 
not be visited upon the children.”

Most Coffee County far- 
mers have had crops damaged 
by insufficient rainfall. The 
only sure way to provide ample 
moisture when needed is th- 
rough irrigation. This is a 
practice that is becoming 
more common throughout Al- 
abama. Southeast Georgia has 
been irrigating large amounts 
of cropland for the last five 
years, and have found it to 
be very valuable insurance 
during the late summer heat. 

Supplemental water is ne- 
eded every year, but Wea- 


ther Bureau records indicate 
that irrigation would be bene- 
ficial two out of every three 
years in Alabama. These ir-

CITIZENSHIP 

The National 4-H Club Le- 
adership Conference held in 
Washington, D. C. this past 
week was a fantastic exper- 
ience for me.

excellent shortcourse. 

I had the opportunity to ev- 
aluate this program closely 
It was the finest shourcourse 
that I have ever seen put to- 
getber. I had the provilege 
of having lunch with Senator 
Jim Allen at the capitor Tu- 
esday. He asked several qu- 
estions about the crops and 
the effects of the heavy rain- 
falls and other things. It was 
obvious to me that Senator 
Allen is interested in all of 
Alabama and especially the 
southeast. 

PEANUTS 

Most folks are hoping it 
will stay dry for a few days 
so that they can get as many 
of the weeds out of the ped- 
nuts as possible A lot of 
folks are also putting Nitro- 
gen down to corn and would 
like to get this done before the 
corn gets too big. I saw sev- 
eral peanit fields in certain 
areas of the county the latter 
part of the week, and they 
look good. Peanuts seem to 
be growing off more rapidly 
this year than last year. | 
am sure that much of this is 
due to the extra rainfall and 
the warm temperature we have 
hdd the past few weeks 

Leafspot control is begin- 
ning in ernest now Last 
year we-only averaged four 
applications througnout the 
summer. We should be mak- 
ing six applications Pea- 
puts are a high value crop, 
and we should give them ev- 
ery advantage to make a big 


Some of the peanuts have 
been planted later than usual. 
Others have been planted on 
time. I think the key to this 
year’s yield is going to be de- 
termined not by when they 
were planted but on the rain- 


fall we get in July and Au- 
gust. 
EROSION 

Coming back from Wasa- 


ington last week, I saw the 
effects of the heavy rainfall 


r) 


rigation systems should not 
only be used during serious 
drought periods, but should 
always. be kept in good con- 
dition, as one of the best in 
surance policies a farmer can 
have for use during temporary 
crises. 

It is necessary to irrigate 
more often on sandy soils than 
on loams or clays, so most 
fields in Coffee County need 
to be watered three or four 
times during the droughty pe- 
riods. When several days are 
necessary to irrigate an area, 
irrigation should be started in 
time enough to cover the area 
before damage is incurred to 
any part of the crop 

The most critical water 
shortage usually occurs during 
late July or the first of Au- 
gust, as far as crop yields 
are concerned. Irrigation sh- 
ould be applied just before 
crops reach wilting point. 

Benefits from irrigation 
should increase farnt income 
sufficiently to cover cost plus 
an adequate return on the op- 
erator’s investment. Irriga- 
tion should be limited to the 
farmer’s best soils, best topo- 
graphy, and still be accessible 
to a water supply. 

Marion Sanders and his son 
Kenneth have purchased an 
irrigation system and intend 
to use it on their peanuts and 
corn. They have a 30 acre 
pond and also use a creek 
as water supplies. They feel 
that irrigation is to become 
a standard practice on most 
Alabama farms in the near 
future. If any Coffee County 
farmer’s would like to see or 
learn more about irrigation 
systems, call Mr. Sanders for 
a demonstration or contact 
your local Soil Conservation 
Service office located in New 
Brockton, phone 894-6332, and 
a demonstration can be ar- 
ranged.

we had about six to eight we- 
eks ago. I flew in on a cl- 
ear afternoon, and especially 
when I crossed the river at 
Eufaula | could see the devas- 
tating effects of those big rains 
on many of the fields. Of 
course, some fields where the 
terraces had been maintained 
were not as bady eroded. Fa- 
rmers in the southeast Ala- 
bama have done a monumental 
job in putting the soil back 
together as best. they could 
and getting the crops planted. 
The effects of those heavy ra- 
ins,-though, will be around for 
several years. It will take 
time to build back the ter- 
races and fertility. Of cou- 
rse, a lot of the soil is gone 
for good. 


GREEN CROP BEANS 

This year a few people 
were able to plant the Green 
Crop variety of bush snap- 
beans. 1 was unable to get 
the seed locally but got a few 
from a seed dealer in Mary- 
land. The Green Crop var- 
iety produces a bean which 
is very similar to a pole bean. 
The pods are long and flat, 
and they shave a delicious fla- 
vor. 

I am sure that there will 
be plenty of these seed avail- 
able for gardeners next year. 
This is a new variety of bush 
shapbeans which sould be very 
popular. Hf you are unable to 
get these seed next spring, get 
in touch with me and I will do 
what I can to get some. 

Incidentally, butterbeans 
or lima beans plus several 
other crops can be planted 
where white poiatoes have al- 
ready been harvested. of 
course, several different veg- 
etables can be planted through- 
out the summer. Folks who 
have small areas may want to 
take up the old plants as soon 
as they have matured and make 
new plantings.

President Ford has requested 
about $105 billion in budget 
authority for the Defense 
Department, un increase of 
$15.7 billion above the amount 
approved by Congress for the 
current fiscal year. The Ad- 
ministration has also proposed 
cuts of $17 billion in federal 
programs that help the poor 
and the elderly, such as 
Medicaid, food stamps, and 
community health and mental 
health centers, 

The Ford Administration's 
priorities are clear, but the 
sums involved are too big for 
ordinary mortals to com- 
prehend, So, in an effort to 
bring military expenditures 
down to a scale we can all deal 
with, we have prepared a series 
of comparisons between the 
costs of specific military 
programs and of city services 
across the country. 

The cost of running 
Baltimore's school system is 
$395 million. The cost overrun 
on an XM-! tank is $394.1 
million. The cost overrun is the 
price increase above the 
original estimate, not the full 
cost of the weapon. 

Cleveland needs another $10 
million to keep its transit 
system moving. That's the 
precise cost of one B15 fighter 
plane. 

The entire budget of Atlanta 
is $356 million. You could get 
within reach of that sum for the 
$311 million it costs for four 
AWACS radar aircraft and 
parts. One of the functions of 
the AWACS plane is to lift the 
President of the United States 
ubove the billowing mushroom 
clouds in case of nuclear war. 

This year’s increase in San 
Francisco's mass transit_bill is 
$475,000. This amount 
represents the cost of the fuel 
consumed by one aircraft 
carrier in 13 days. Mayor 
Beame of New York City 
p:. osed laying off 1,510 city 
employees in order to save $44 
million. That happens to be the 
umount estimated as the cost of 
the Pentagon’s public relations 
budget. 

Philadelphia's entire annual 
budget is a shade under $1 
billion. The Navy's contract to 
Lockheed to protect us with a 
maneuverable nuclear warhead 
will cost $1.3 billion — before 
cost overruns. So if we just 
abandon the notion that 
nuclear-tipped missiles must 
take evasive action, we could 


. fun the government in the City

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CITY EMPLOYEES GET PAY RAISE 


’ 


The Elba City Council vo- 
ted a 10% pay raise for all 
city employees Tuesday ni- 
ght. The action was taken 
after several weeks of study 
by the members of the coun- 
cil. Enployees salaries: are 
reviewed once a year for any 
possible adjustments in sala- 
ries. 

All members of the city 
government were present ex- 
cept Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man, who was attending a two 
week school at the University 
of Alabama. 

During the pay raise dis- 
cussion, Police Chief Johnston 
and Street Superintendent Ward 
were placed on salary rather 
than the hourly basis used in 
the past for all employees 

Following approval of the 
pay raises, Councilman Ch- 
arles Ellis suggested that when 
any employee quits, the clerk 
fcheck with the council before 
replacing that person. Ellis 
said this was only to see if 
cuts could be made to cover 
the increases in salaries 

The increase in salary will 
cost about $9.13 an hour -- 
$365.00 a week and $1,899.04 


a month, if all employees work 
an even forty hours, according 
to figures released by City 
Clerk Jack Prescott 


The Elba City Council tur- 
ned down a request by the 
Coffee County Probate Judge 
for ten parking spaces in fr- 
ont of the courthouse annex 
to be used by school board 
employees. Clerk Prescott 
was instructed to inform the 
Judge that it would be unfair 
to others if an exception was 
made in this case. 

Recreation Director Alvin 
Cordell was present at the 
meeting and a lengthly discu- 
ssion between him and the co- 
uncil evolved into a plan to 
encourage more financial help 
from. the community. This 
included selling advertising sp- 
ace at the little league ball- 
parks, a bar-b-que and possi- 
bly securing commercial sp- 
onsors for the little league te- 
ams next year. 

Also Cordell was encour- 
aged to rush up the bidders on

County Vote Light On 
Amendments 


The vote turnout last week 
was very light as expected 
Voters in Elba and Coffee Co- 
unty showed very little in- 
terest in .either of the two 
constitutional amendments, re- 
cording only 1,723 votes on 
the bond issue for the docks 
and 1,712 in the annual ses- 
sions issue. 

The multi-million dollar 
bond issue for expanding the 
state docks received overwhel- 
ming approval from the voters 
of Coffee County with 1,494 
voting-in favor to 229 oppo- 
sed. Statewide the issue 
passed also. Elba voters ap- 
proved the measure 227 to 19 

The bill allowing = an- 
nual sessions for the Alabama 
Legislature passed statewide 


in Alabama but the voters in 
Elba and Coffee County said 


no to that matter by a vote of 
"92 against and 720 in favor. 


Elba voters turned it down 
136 to 106. 
The town of Kinston ap- 


proved the annual session 27- 
24 as did the voters at Dan- 
ley Crossroads with an over- 
whelming vote of 25 to 0. 

The voters at Danley Cr- 
ossroads (Beat 2) also appro- 
ved the docks bills wholehea- 
rtedly with a 20-0 approval 
of the issue. 

There were no absentee vo- 
tes cast in this election.

Deadline Is Near 
Filing Disaster Relief 


James C. Barksdale, Dis- 
trict Director, SBA - Birm- 
ingham, a™nounced today that 
the eligibility period for filing 
applications for disaster loans 
as a result of the floods and 
severe storms which hit Ala- 
bama in April 1975 will expire 
on June 23, 1975. 

Those persons who reside 
in Escambia, Conecuh, Monroe, 
Covington, Coffee, Geneva, and 
Dale Counties and adjacent ar- 
eas who suffered property loss 
from the Ap~‘l floods are urged 
to contact the SBA Disaster 
Office in Birmingham at 
"08 South 20th Street or call 
325-3943 as soon as possible 
prior to the June 23 Closing 
Date. Those persons in El- 
more County will have until 
July 7 to file applications. 

Under its Disaster Loan 
Program SBA can assist cha- 
ritable institutions, busine 

2s, and individuals located 
in those counties covered by the 
Presidential disaster declara- 
tion to replace or repair real 
and personal property dama- 
ged by the floods and severe 
storms. - Loans are made at a 
5% interest rate for terms up 
to 30 years. Businesses may 
borrow up to $500,000 while 
individuals are limited to$50,- 
000 for real property and $10, - 
000 for personal property, with 
a combination not exceeding 
$55,000. Loans are limited to 
the amou t necessary to res- 
tore those affected to pre- 
disaster condition In each 
case the applicant must be able 
to show evidence of sufficient 
earnings to repay the reque- 
sted amounts. Loans of $5,000 
or less may be made on an 
unsecured basis, but all loans 
above that amount must be se- 
cured with a lien on the re- 
stored property

Sewer Fees To 


Increase 


October Ist 


Beginning October Ist sewer 
rates in Elba will increase at 
least 75¢ a month. The long 
discussed rate increase was 
approved Tuesday night by the 
City Council 

Currently Elba residents 
are paying $2.50 a month for 
sewage service. Underthenew 
plan residents will pay $3.25 
while commercial and indus- 
trial customers will pay the 
minimum $3.25 plus 25¢ per 
thousand gallons of water used 
over three thousand gallons. 
This means that a business 
that uses four thousand gal- 
lons of water a month will pay 
$3.50 for sewage. 


The lengthly discussion a- 
bout the proposed increase be- 
gan with Mayor Sawyer noting 
that the sewage system was 


operating at a loss each month ° 


and the general fund could not 
continue supporting the main- 
tenance. 

Councilman Charles Ellis 
at first was opposed to the 
increase saying, “A lot of peo- 
ple are unemployed, their in- 
come gone and this is also 
reflected in the merchants 
downtown. I personally feel 
that rather than increase ra- 
tes, we should cut back ex- 
penses somewhere.” However, 
Ellis later supported the incr- 
ease after adding an amend- 
ment to postpone the increase 
until October 1, when he felt 
the economy would possibly 
be in better shape. 

Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
then said, “My feelings are 
the same as Charles’, I couldn’t 
have said it better. Even if 
we have to lay off someone, I 
feel we shouldn’t increase any- 
thing.” Vaughan stuck by his 
statement and opposed the rate 
increase, 

Councilman John W. Sharp- 
less agreed with both Ellis and 
Vaughan but added, “You well 
know the Light and Water Bo- 
ard did the same thing -- put- 
ting off the increase until they 
had to borrow money from the 
banks to bail themselves out 
of trouble.” 

Mayor Sawyer then added, 
“There is no question about the 
need for doing this, but the 
time to do it is up to you 
councilmen.” 

Sharpless then made a mo- 
tion to accept the recommenda- 
tion of the consulting engineer 
and increase the rates to $3.25 
for residential and the 25¢ per 
thousand for others. Coun- 
cilman Ben Carpenter seconded 
the motion and after an amen- 
cement by Ellis to postpone it 
until October Ist, the motion 


passed with only Councilman 
Vaughan voting against the ac- 
tion.
